When I was growing up, just after the turn of the cen¬ 
tury, the average work week was sixty hours, and more 
than duit for the people who worked the stores.

In the meantime, coffee had to be ground, bread 
sliced, and dished put on the table. It all took time and 
six days in the week we ate breakfast with a feeling of 
tension and hurry. 

It is no wonder that we looked forward to Sunday 
aaoming. Then, we could sleep in if we wished and eat 
bciuddfast at a leisurely pace, llie wintertime breakfasts 
of tiiose long ago days would make the modern dietitian 
turn pale and paw the air. One breakfast we often had 
was sourdough buckwheat pancakes. Mama’s pancakes 
were huge. They were at least seven to eight inches 
■cross and one-half inch thick when baked. Although 
we had butter and molasses put on them, my father 
wanted something else. We always had link sausage 
with buckwheat pancakes, and wlwn the sausage were 
done. Mama would put them on a platter and pour two 
or three cups of water into the skillet. She brought the 
sausage grease and water to a boil, then poured it in a 
pitcher and brought it to my father’s plate. He called this 
mixture ‘sausage gravy’ and doused his pancakes with 
h. As a little boy sitting across the table from him, I was 
anxious to imitate him, so I doused my pancakes with 
sausage gravy, too. What a diet for a growing child. 

We often had eggs for breakfast, huge eggs from our 
own chicken house and they were usually fried in salt 
pork grease. Mama toasted bread by putting the slices 
on top of the cooktop and when they were brown on both 
sides, she put generous dabs of butter on them. Some¬ 
times we had salt porit in a way unknown now. Mama 
would parboil slices of salt pork until they were done and 
almost double in thickness. Then she coated them heavi¬ 
ly with commeal and fried them in their own grease. It 
sounds horrible now, but we thought it was wonderful. 

Sometimes after we had our breakfast. Mama would 
surprise us by pulling a large pan of biscuits out of the 
oven and putting a large bowl of wild grr^ jelly on the 
table.

Baldwin Estate Story

This story originated on the Lucky Baldwin Estate 
where I lived from 1928 until 1931, when I returned to 
my delightful home town of Sierra Madre. 

One experience on the Ranch, which will forever re¬ 
main indelibly imprinted on my mind, occurred one day 
when I was with my friend from the Gate House locat¬ 
ed on the main north-south dirt road through the Ranch 
and Huntington Drive, while exploring the marshy area 
west of the Queen Ann’s Cottage. This rather large 
swamp was the result of an artesian spring which not 
only supplied water fro the lower portion of the Ranch, 
but kept the lake adjacent to the Cottage filled to capac¬ 
ity. This lake had been constructed by “Lucky Baldwin” 
in his early days as a lovely setting for his opulent home. 

It was while sloshing through this rather unstable area 
on a hot afternoon, looking for Peacock feathers which 
had been shed by the cocks, that we encountered and 
disturbed many Alligator lizards. They were every¬ 
where. In the trees, on the tiw stumps and lying on 
branches just above the water, doing what we were do¬ 
ing to cool off and at the same time, to snatch many of 
the flying insects attracted to the marsh. Naturally, we 
were intruding into their domain and they busied them¬ 
selves scampering away, with some of them obviously 
upset at our presence, as they would open their mouths 
and hiss much like a snake. Though we did not give them 
much attention, we werenever-the-less sufficiently alert 
to insure that it was a lizard that was hissing instead of 
some of the other inhabitants which would have been 
more deadly had we ignored their warning. Alligator 
lizards are entirely harmless. At least, that was our opin¬ 
ion prior to the encounter that I was to experience. Al¬ 
ways in the past, they would sneak away or would de¬ 
part after issuing a hissing sound to indicate that they 
were not entirely frightened by our intrusion. We also 
knew, that despite their size, they did not have teeth, 
although their bony gums could and indeed, had on many 
occasions, been put to good use when they would bite 
in self-defense when we captured them for sheer devil¬ 
ment. However, that day would indeed, be very differ¬ 
ent 

Suddenly and without warning, one of the larger den¬ 
izens of the marsh decided, that if we could intrude into

Arcadia Unifled School District Board of Education 
members Maryann Gibson, John McClain, and James 
Romo will all be attempting to retain their seats in the 
April 20,1999 election. As of the beginning of this week, 
no challengers had appeared for these seats, but their is 
still more than a month before the filing deadlines ap¬ 
pear. In the meantime, here are your three current can¬ 
didates: 

Maryann Gibson is a 19-year Arcadia resident who 
is completing her second term on the Board. She works 
at Science Adventures, and holds a master’s degree in 
chemistry. She joined the Board eight years ago because 
it seemed like the next logical step in a long progression 
of volunteer service. “I’ve held just about every volun¬ 
teer position you can hold from AYSO to PTA, from Girl 
Scouts to the Assistance League,” she laughs. 

As for her latest effort, one of the most challenging, 
she says, “Serving on the Board has been really fun, and 
keeps me very busy. It’s something I’ve enjoyed a great 
deal.” In the past eight years, the District has passed a 
bond issue, remodeled its schools, seen continual student 
growth, and implemented the Class Size Reduction Act 
in all six elementary schools. The technology program 
is about half-way implemented, thanks in large part to 
the Arcadia Education Foundation. 

“With the facilities in order, and good leadership in 
place, we’re able to really focus on the work. The stu¬ 
dents and their curriculum. That might not sound as 
exciting to parents, but that’s really what the educational 
process is all about, finding programs that challenge and 
excite students, and get them to enjoy learning. That’s 
our whole focus now.” 

Gibson adds (hat she has been very pleased with her 
fellow Boardmembers. “We have some minor disagree¬ 
ments, but I’ve been very fortunate to work on this 


Board. We all have pretty much the same vision.” ♦ 

John McClain is completing his first term on the 
Board. Prior to his election, he served on the committee 
that helped pass the bond. He owns a roofing company, 
and has always been active in both church activities and 
his children’s activities. 

“It’s been a very good 3 1/2 years so far,” McClain 
says. “I’ve had the opportunity to serve and do a lot, and 
I would like to continue to, if that’s the will of the vot- 
ers. 

McClain gave credit to his fellow Board members and 


the District’s employees. “We have a very diverse 
Board, with a good balance,” McClain said. “Superin¬ 
tendent Dr. Terry Towner has shared with the Di.sirict a 
very strong vision and given a great effort over the past 
nine years,” he added. “The teachers and administrators 
do a great job for us.” 

Recipients of McClain’s previous volunteer efforts 
have included Sierra Madre’s Bethany Church, Lake 
Avenue Congregational Church, Boy Scouts Troop 103, 
and little league baseball.

Prior to the recent sale 
of Santa Anita Race Track, 
whispers had been heard 
for quite some time about 
the future of racing at 
Santa Anita. Would it im¬ 
prove? Would it even con¬ 
tinue, if the attempt at re¬ 
tail development on the 
property proved to bring in 
more money than horse 
racing? In the short couple 
of weeks since Frank 
Stronach has purchased 
Santa Anita, the answers to 
those questions are be¬ 
coming apparent, and 
that’s very good news for 
local fans of live horse rac¬ 
ing. 

“I really love horse rac¬ 
ing,” Stronach said earlier 
this week from his Canada 
office. “I’m prepared to 
spend some money here, 
and my feeling is, if we 
neglect live racing, then 
we’ve got a problem.” 

Stronach’s purchase of 
the track has left Arcadia 
City Hall back to business 
as usual. The previous 
plans for what was knows 
as the Santa Anita Com¬ 
mercial Center had been 
stalled after City staff had 
begun to fast-track the 
matter. In retrospect, says 
City Manager Bill Kelly, 
probably due to the fact 


that the sale was pending, 
and the prospective owner 
(Stronach) wasn’t particu¬ 
larly interested in the 
project as proposed. 

“That project looked 
too much like a shopping 
mall,” says Stronach. 
“What he has in mind will 
be very different from 
what we’ve seen,” Kelly 
notes. He adds, “We’re at 
a very early stage. He will 
probably be playing with 
designs and concepts for 
another six to nine months. 
Very likely, we’ll be look¬ 
ing at deflnite plans late 
next year.” 

What Stronach has in 
mind is more of a pedes¬ 
trian-friendly village, and 
a theme paric pertaining to 
horses and racing. “What¬ 
ever we do here has to tie 
into the race track, and to 
horses. I see a win-win 
situation for the horsemen 
and the community,” he 
said. “Everything has to 
make economic sense, but 
I think we can combine our 
interests and blend it in 
with Arcadia and the com¬ 
munity.” 

Other visions that 
Stronach has for the race 
track include increased 
safety for the horses, 
which means entirely re¬ 


placing the stables. He has 
been told by local trainers 
that the track itself is in 
fairly good shape. Other 
planned improvements in¬ 
clude more civilized 
grooms’ quarters, and 
greater comfort for the 
customer, including 
changing the grandstand to 
include a larger lounge 
area, and dining terraces. 

Once City 

Councilmember extremely 
excited with Stronach’s 
purchase of Santa Anita is 
racehorse owner and life¬ 
long fan Gino Roncelli. 
“He absolutely loves the 
sport, and I think that’s 
important. I think it’s cru¬ 
cial. I can’t wait to see the 
things he’s going to do. 
This is not just a money 
making venture for him; 
it’s a passion.” 

Bill Kelly concurrs: 
“It’s clear that Mr. 
Stronach is interested in 
horse racing first, and re¬ 
tail development second. 
He has a lot of ideas for 
Santa Anita.” 

As opening day ap¬ 
proaches this Saturday, 
Arcadia holds its collec¬ 
tive breath in anticipation 
of just what those plans 
will look like.

perience. 

Other Venturing crews 
across the nation have par¬ 
ticipated in activities such 
as sailing along the coast 
of Africa, sending experi¬ 
ments on a space- shuttle 
mission, and making na¬ 
tional forest nature trails 
accessible to the blind by 
installing trail posts in 
Braille. The activities that 
the young men and women 
experience are balanced by 
their commitment to their 
communities, with mem¬ 


bers of Venturing crews 
doing community projects 
as a group and individu¬ 
ally. 

Would Christina rec¬ 
ommend Venturing to 
other young people? Her 
answer is enthusiastic: 
"Yes, not only does it give 
you an great opportunity to 
do fun things with your 
friends, but I've gained 
great teamwork and lead¬ 
ership skills. It's amazing 
that one can have so many 
wonderful experiences in a 
single program." 

Current crew President, 
Jared Bohonus, and past- 
President, Laura Park, 
both three-year members 
and seniors at Arcadia 
High School, agree that 
they have grown person¬ 
ally. Both formerly very 
shy, they now have a great 
sense of confidence, lead¬ 
ership and commitment as 
a result of their participa¬ 
tion in the Venturing crew. 
When asked whether 
Christina's new title of 
1999 Rose Queen would 
make a difference for the 
rest of the crew, crew 
members all said they are 
very happy for her, but, 
when she's with them, 
she's just one of the crew.
